Therefore I found thatall confirm- 
ing helps were ufeful ; and among thofe 
of the lower fort, Apparitions, and o- 
ther fenfible Manifeftations of the cer- 
tain exiftence of Spirits of themfelves 
Invifible, wasa means that might do 
much with fuch as are prone to judge 
by Senfe. The ufes hereof I mention 
before the Book, thatthe Reader may 
know that I write it for Praésce,and not 
to pleafe Men with the Strangenefs and 
Novelty of ufelefs Stories. 

It isnofmall number of Writers on fuch 
Subjects that I have read,it’s near three- 
fcore years time from the firft occafion : 
And finding that almoft all the Athcifts, 
Sadduces and Infidels, did feem to pro- 
fefs, that were they butfure of the Re- — 
ality of the Apparitions and Operations 
of Spirits, it would cure them, I thought 
this the moft fuitable help for then’, 

A 4 that 
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that have finned _themfelves into, an in- 
Capacity of more Rational and Excel- 
lentArguments. , And I have lofig fear: 
ed, left fecret unobferved defectivenefs 
in their Belief of the Immortality ‘ of 
the Soul,and the truth of the Scripture, 
is the great caufe of all Mens other de- 
fects: There lieth ufually the unfound- 

efs of Worldly Hypocrites, where it is 
prevailing , and'thence is the weaknefs 
of Grace in the beft, though it prevail 
not againft their Sincerity. 

By which Motives I did (though it 
difpleafed, fome .) make’ it the Second 
Part of my. Book called the Saints Reft : 
And afterward. provoked ‘by Clement 
Writer, 1 did it much more fully in a 
Book called the Wureafonablenefs of Inf- 
delity: And after that, provoked by the 
Copy of a paper difperfed in Oxford , 
( faid to Le Dr. Walkers) queftioning 
the certainty of our Religion, ‘and fee- 
ing no anfwer to it come from the 
Univerfity Men, I wrote yet more Me- 
thodically of all, ina Book called the 
Keafons of the Chriftian Religion: And 
after added’a fmallDifcourfe called More 
: Reafons 
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Reafons for it , provoked by one that 
called himfelf “Herbert, in’ which alfo 
1 anfwered the Lord Herbert, de ver:- 
tate. And fince then, a namele(s Sad- 
duce hath’drawn me to publifh an An- 
fwer to him: And in my Léfe of Faith, 
and other Books,I have handled the fame 
Subje@: All which I tell the Reader, 
that he may fee why I hive taken this 
Subject as fo. neceflary, why I am end- 
ing my Life with the publication of 
thefe Hiftorical’ Letters and Collections: 
Which I dare fay have fuch Evidence, 
' as will leave every Sadduce that read- 
eth them, either convinced, or utterly 
without excufe. 

Surely the certainty of fo great a 
change of our place , State, Company 
and Works,. as Death will certainly and 
quickly make, fhould poflefs every Man 
that hath the ufe of Reafon, with fuch 
ferious Thoughts, Affections and Dili- 
gence, as is quite contrary to a Diver- 
ted, Carelefs, Sloathful, Worldly, Sen- 
fualand flupid Mind and Life. 

How fpeedily fhall I fee the World 
that I-have read of; and Preached, and 

talk’d 
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talkt and writien of > O! What a dif- 
ference will there be. between my now 
hearing of frightful Apparitions, and 
prodigious Acts of Spirits,and that fight 
or knowledge of all their State and Af- 
fairs; whichI fhallhave , and now am 
going to. Thefight of Devils and Dam- 
ned Divefes, and unholy Souls , will 
hereafter be no Rarity; and if my 
_ Soul muft pafs: through the airy infe- 
rior Region, where thefe Miferable Spi- 
rits now inhabit, it will not be as 
dangeroufly Affaulted by them, but - in 
- Triumph: For I know whom I have 
trufted , and into the hands of him do 
Tcommit my Spirit , who hath con- 
querred Death and Devils , and is now 
the Glorified Lord of all, and can ufe 
them at hispleafure. And thofe An- 
gels that rejoice at, the Repentance of 
of a Lazarus, and now are Miniftring 
Spirits for his fafety, will be ready in 
Obedience to our Lord, to convey 
his Soul to Abrahayis bofom’: Yea , 
to be that day with Chrift in Para- 
dife. Gee at RAM 
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He that chaineth up thefe Devils , 
that they moleft us no more as their 
Malice doth defire, will make our paf- 
faze fafe through all their envy and 
defiled Regions. 

But feeing it is the free will of Man 
that giveth the Devils their hurting 
power, and they can do usno harm, 
nor make us fin, without our own 
confent or yielding: O! With how 
careful and conftantand refolved watch- 
fulnefs fhould we live? And how de- 
fervedly may every prayerlefs ungod- 
ly Family and perfon , be left for a 
prey to this devourer. And indeed 
he hath already hurt them more by 
blinding and hardening their Hearts, 
than a thoufand haunting Appariti- 
ons could of themfelves have done. 

And when Excellent Zanchy hath 
faid fo much to prove, that itis by 
his very contiguous Subftance , that. 
the Devil doth work on Soul and 
Body , how dreadful fhould Tempta- 
tions and Sin be to us, if we would 
not have the very fubftance of Devils 
dwell in us? And why do any think

§ 5. But we may know, (which muft 
fuffice us,) 1: That no Spirits can do any 
thing, but by God’s Will or Permifiion. 
2. And that God will never permit them 
eventually-to fruftrate his Love and Mercy 
to his People, nor to break any one of his 
Promifes tothem. 3. And that good Spi- 
rits are Servants, and evil Ones Slaves to 
Jefus Chrift, our Redeemer, and {hall not 
fruftrate his Grace and Undertaking. 4. Ie 
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Apparitions and Witches. i 
isfurely a wicked fort of Spirits that de- 
light to do Mifchief, and that lye and de- 
ceive Men, and that are ambitious to be 
worthipped, and to have Men’s Souls and 
Bodies in their power, and make killing 
and damning Men their, Work:: ? Tis evi+ 
dent that their Knowledge and Milery hath 
not yer changed them by Repentance, and 
made them better. jy: ’Tis evidence that 
they are Enemies. to God,: and to Jefus 
Chrift; for their whole Defign 1s againt{t 
them, and againft fanctifying, faving Work. 
6. It is plain chat.chey know that Man hath 
another Life to‘live: Their’ Works attelt 
the Immortality-of our Souls, and the Truth 
of Chriftianiry, in that they malicioufly do 
fo much again{t them: They urge Men to 
renounce God and. Chritt, and his‘Coms 
mandments and Worthip, their Baptifm, 
and all true Service of God: They urge 
Perfons to fell their Souls to:them, and to 
forfake all that.tends ro fave them. Their 
Importunity todeftroy us, fhould: teach us 
the Need of the greateft Care and Dili- 
gence for our Salvation. 7. It feemeth 
plain that they are now of alow and bafe 
Condition of Nature, in that-they feek {uch 
fordid Employments about Graves and 
Corps, and multitudes of -fordid, trivial 
things. 8.:And:it feems that. they dwell 
near us, in the Air, Earth and Sea, and not 
in the higher glerious Leute 9 And it 
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is appatent that they have a natural Strenéth, 
and Waysof working, unknown tous, by the 
Wonders that they do. 10: It is very like char 
the Sou's of wicked Men now dw ell with 
them. asthey mutt do for ever, and are like 
them. 11. I think it moit likely, that when 
Witches, Men and Women, contefs thei fil- 
thy Lying with Devils, that it 1s done more 
ro exercife the Luft of the Witch: than of the 
Devil: And thatfometimes:he:doth it by a 
Body of grois Air, and fometimes may grati- 
he the Lutt of one Witch on Bk orona 
tenipred ignorant Wretch. He that can bring

bring fduch. an ene.(Male or Female) into 
another’s Bedi «x2. Iris not impoffible that 
wick ed Souls’may carry with them hence 
their filthy Inclinations, and Delire to afe 
them.

Thofe that are tempted to think 
that Souls are all one, and that Individua- 
tion is only by Corporeal Matter, and that 
Individuation ceafeth at Death, are by all 
thefe Examples fully confuted: Devils and 
wicked Souls have their Numerical Indivi- 
duation, and therefore no Godly Perfon 
need to fear the Lofs of it. Either it is 
good or bad for us: If good, thall the Wic- 
ked and Devils have ir, and not the Godly > 
Ifbad, why {hould it bedefired? Angels 
are Individuals, and fhall not our Souls > 


§ 6. Thefe great Benefits we may get by 
the right Ufe of thefe Hiftories, and fuch 
others. 

1. We may learn to admire that Frame 
of Divine Government, that hath Crea- 
tures fo various to rule and order, and ma- 
keth one beautiful Frame of all. As Toads 
and Serpents on Earth are not ufelefs, nor 
devouring Fifhes, Birds and Beafts; fo nei- 
ther are Devils nor damned Souls; no nor 
their Sins, which God will ufe, though he 
will’not caufe. 2. We

2. We may gather that in Heaven it felf, 
there will be an orderly Oeconomy and 
difference of degrees of Superiority and of 
Glory , when there is fo great difference 
through all the World. All fhall not be 
equal to them that- fhall fit on twelve 
Thrones, Judging the twelve Tribes : There 
are many Manftons in that Houfe, even to 
them:that be all with Chrift. 

3. We have great Caufe to be very 
thankful to’God , that doth not Jet loofe 
wicked Spirits againft us, thac they are not 
here our Terror and Tormentors.

5. We may fee thatthe Angels of God 
gre not ufelefs tous; but their Miniftry is 
one of Gods Means for our Prefervation, 
and we owe them, Love and Thanks for 
all their Love and Service: And ict is not, 
through Pride or Infenfibility of this bene- 
fir, that we do not worthip them, whom 
we fee not. | 

6. If the Devils pofleffing and torment- 
ing Mens Bodies, be fo heavy a Plague, 
how much worfe is ic to have him the Ma- 
fter of their Soulse O! How carefully 
fhould we refift his: Temptations ? Every 
Sin chat we commit, through cove to it, or 
by Wilfulnefs or Sloth, ‘is worfe to us, and

When I was in Dorfecflire Prifoner, one 
Mr. Jo. Hodder, Minilter of Aauke-Church 
ja that County, told me of ftrange Appart- 
tions, and unqueltionable Eviderites of the 
actings of Spirits ina Houfe, yea, a Religi- 
ous Houfe of that Country, of which he was 
himfelf an Ear and Eye Witnels. 

In Dorche/fter alfo, the Son of Reverend 
Mr. Fo. White (who was Affeffor'to the Af- 
fembly at Weftminjter) told me many Parti- 
culars of that Houfe in Lambeth where: his ~ 
Father lived in the time of the Affembly, 
which then was unqueftionably: haunted 
with Spirits. ‘Ido well remember, i dined 
with old Mr. White then one days ‘and .at 
Dinner he told us much of it,:and that that 
ae : Morning 
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Morning the Spirit called wp the Maid to lay 
the Beef to the Fire.Of the two lait you may 
be fatished when you pleate;.and ac this pre- 
fent, 1am told, there isa Houle at Fotie- 
Fohn-Park not three miles from the place 
haunted with Spirits. 
| But I muft leave room for my Loadun 

Nuns, and not write a Book; In the Year 
| 637, being at Pars in the Spring, the City 
was fo full of the pofleflion of a whole 
Cloyfter of Nuns, and fome Laick Wenches 
at Loudun, Books Printed, and ftrange Sto- 
ries told, that few doubted ics and |, who 
| -was perfwaded fuch a thing might be, and 
that it was not impoffible the Devil could 
poffefS§ a Nun-as well as another, doubted 
it as little as any body. So coming into that 
Country, I went a days Journey out of my 
way ‘to -fatishe my Curiofiry. Into the 
Chappel I came in the Morning of a Holy 
Day, and with as little prejudice as any 
could have, for I believed verily to have 
feen fome ftrange fights ; but when I had 
feen Exorcifing enough of three or four of 
them in the Chappel, and could hear no- 
| thing but wanton Wenches finging baudy 
i) Songs in French, I begun to fufpeci a Fourbe, 
| and in great Gravity went to aJefuite, and 
told him, I had come a great way in hope 
to fee fome firange thing, and was forry to 
be difappointed. He commended my Ho- 
ly Curiofiry, and after hehad thovghe a 
: while, 
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while, he defired me to go to the Caftle, 
and from thence, at fuch an. Hour, to the 
Parifh Church, and I thould be fatisfied. I 
wonder'd at his Correfpondence, yet grave- 
iy went where he directed me. In the 
vaftle I faw little, but in the Patifh Church 
I faw a great many people gazing, and a 
Wench pretty well taught to play Tricks, 
yet nothing fo much as I have feen twenty 
Tumblers and Rope-dancers do. Back I 
came to the Nuns Chappel, where I faw 
the Je/xies ftill hard at work at feveral Al- 
tars, and one poor Capuchin, who was an 
Objeé& of Pity, for he was poffefled in- 
deed with a Melancholy Fancy, that De- 
vils were running about his Head, and con- 
flantly was applying Relicks. I faw the 
Mother Superior exorcifed, and faw that 
Hand on which they would have made us 
laclieve, The names 1.4.8. MARIA, 
FOS EP H, were written by Miracles ; 
(but ic was apparent to me it was done 
with Agua Forts) then my Patience was 
quite fpent, and I wentto a ¥ef/uit and told 
him my Mind freely. He {till maintained 
a real Poffeffion, and I defired for a tryal 
to fpeak a ftrange Language: He asked 
what Language ? I told him I would not 
tell; but neither he nor all thofe Devils 
fhould underftand me. He asked if I would 
be converted upon the Tryal, (for I had 
difcovered I was no Papift) J told him that 
was 
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was not the Queftion, nor could all the De- 
vils in Hell pervert me; but the Queftion 
was, If that was a real Pofleffion, and if 
any could underftand me I hall confefS it 
under my Hand: His anfwer was, Thefe 
Devils have not travelled; and this I re- 
plyed co witha loud Laughter, Nor could 
I get any more Satisfaction. Only in the 
Fown I heard enough that it was a Cheat 
iavented:to burn a Curate (his name, as I. 
take it, was Cupif) and the Man had been 
really burne to Afhes, as a Witch, but the 
People faid it was for his Converfion from 
them. At my coming to Sawmur next day, 
my Country-man, Dr. Duncam, Principal 
of the Colledge at Saumur, told me how 
he had made a clearer Difcovery of the 
Cheat in prefence of the Bifhop of Poitiers, 
and of all the Country, how he had held 
faft one of the pretended poflefled Nuns 
Arms in fpite of all the Power of their 
Exorcifms, and challenged all the Devils in 
Hell to take it out of his Hand. This, with 
many more Circumftances, he told me, and 
he printed them to the World; but this is 
already too tedious. One more Journey. I 
made to fee Poflefled Women exor- 
cifed near Antwerp, Anno 1649. but faw 
only fome great Holland Wenches hear Ex- 
orcifm patiently , and belch moft abomi- 
nably. So if thofe were Devils, they were 
windy Devils; but I thought they Were 

omy, 
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only poffeffed with a Mornings Draught of 
too new Beer. Some of the Lozdun Nuns, 
after great Refiftance and Squeeking , did 
on great importunicy adore their Hoft, and 
the /efuires did defire us to fee the power of 
Church, where, all I wondered at, was his 
Blafphemy, in faying to the pretended Devil, 
Proftratum adorabis creatorem tuum quem digitis 
teneo.

1 Nmy Unreafonablenefs of Infidelity, having 
many other Teftimonies of Satan’s War 
againft Chrift and his Kingdom, I will here 
mention one, which elfewhere alfo I have 
mentioned; and that is the Cafe of 
melancholy , diftracted and Enthufiaftick 
Beno which clearly prove a Diabolical 
ar. 


I. As to melancholy Perfons: I think, 
few Men in Exgland have had more advan- 
tage to know their Cafe, than I have had. 
I know not how it cometh to pafs, but in 
the Country, and in Loxdon, multitudes that 
are melancholy are fent by their Friends, 
or of themfelves come to me, imagining 
that I can counfel them for Soul and Body ; 
{o that they have taken up a great part of 
my time. And in almoft all I perceive, 
befides their Difeafe, that a malignant Spi- 
rit, by advantage of it, doth agitate them 
inceflantly againft God and Jefus Chrift, 
and again{t themfelves, as he aGteth Witch- 
€s to do mifchief to others. I know that 
the Difeafe it felf is, to the Imagination, 
as difquieting asa Diflocation or Lamenefs 
isto aJoint: But chere 1s fome malignant Spi- 
rit that driveth it fo Matai 2 

chief. 
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chief, They are conftantly tempted to felf- 
tormenting Thoughts, to defpair and cry, 
Undone , undones and to think that the 
Day of Grace is paft, and that they have 
committed the unpardonable Sin; and any 
thing that may keep their Minds on a tor- 
menting Rack. 

And they are flrongly at laft tempted to 
deftroy themfelves: If they fee a Knife, 
they feel as if one within them faid, Vow 
cut thy Throat, or ftab thy felf : Do it, do it. 
If they go by a Water, they feel as if one 
urged them prefently to leap in. And often 
gre they urged vehemently to hang them- 
felves, or to caft themfelves headlong from 
fome high place. And, alas! many do it. 
And it is fo inother Lands, as well as here. 
How many doth Platerws, in his Obferva- 
tions, tell us of, that near him, in Helvetia, 
deftroyed themfelves. 

And it isto be noted, that unlefs it be 
God’s Judgment for fome heinous Crime, 
it is few of the ungodly Rabble chat have 
any fuch Trouble and Temptation ; for Sa- 
tan holds them fafter by prefumpruous Un- 
belief, and Carelefnefs, and worldly Love, 
and Pleafure: But thofe chat will not be fo 
deceived, that he cannot torment hereafter, 
he would torment here. Alas! divers Per- 
fons have [ known thus deftroy chemfelves, 
who I have great reafon to believe were as 


really Godly as any that I have known. 
: Si Bue 
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But Satan’s Advantage was in their Dif 
eafe and Temper: As he can tempt a 
Phlegmatick Man to Sloth, anda Chole- 
rick Man to Anger, and a Sanguine Man to 
Luft, or finful Pleafure; fo can he a Me- 
lancholy Man to Defpair and Self-deftru- 
Gon, and againft God. 

2. And they are impetuoufly tempted a- 
eainft God and Jefus Chrift: They are fo . 
haunted with blafphemous Thoughts, to 
think ill of God, or to deny Chrift or the 
Scriprure, that they have no reft: And 
thefe come in at Prayer, at Sermon, at Sa- 
crament; and they have no more power to 
keep them out, or turn their Thoughts ano- 
ther way, almoft, than they. have of the 
Thoughts of another. Yea, fomewhat urg- 
eth them from Day to Day, to {peak fome 
ill, blafphemous word of God, or of 
Chrift; anduf they yield co the Importuni- 
ty, it prefently, as it were, faich within 
him, Now thou-art damned : There is now no 
Hiope. And it is much to be noted, that lee 
the Perfon be Religious, or not,they ufually 
are all thus tempted alike: For worldly © 
Crofles and Difcontents do make bad Peo- 
ple fometimes melancholy; and they alfo 
have much of the fame Sollicitations. . So 
that the manner of their Trouble plainly 
tellerh us, that it is of the Devil. | 

And yet Phyfick may do much to cure it, 
becaufe ictaketh from the Devil, that ‘In- 

{trument, 
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ftrument, or bodily Difpofition, without 
which. he cannot do his Work. 

And ic is not for nothing, that in the Go- 
fpel the DiftraGted and Epileptick are faid 
to be poffefled of Devils ; for he may caufe 
the Difeafe, and work by it accordingly 
when he hath done it. 

I have oft marvelled that the Worft are 
not as commonly diftracted by Sadnefs, as 
better People: But befides the Reafon be- 
fore given, there is a peculiar Sin that bring- 
eth this of its Nature, and fo lets the Devil 
in; and that is, Over-valuing fome worldly 
thing , andthen falling into Difcontent and Im- 
patience at the lofs or want of it. He that 
breaks down bis own Hedge or Wall, Jets 
in the Trefpafler or Thief. He that cannor 
take God and Heaven as enough to content 
him, is better without his Idol, than. to 
find Content iz i. °Tis meet that Child 
be lefe tocry, that will cry if he may not 
have his Wills and that will hure him 
worte than crying. He that will add to 
God’s Correfions, the Self-Torment of 
finful Impatience, fhall find Satan ready te 
farther his Work. God is difobliged , 
when he is not trufted: And if we con- 
fent noc thac he do with us what he will, 
he will not do what we impofe upon him : 
His Wifdom, and not our Flefh and Fol- 
ly, muft determine of all his Way and 
Work. 





































II. And 
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If. And there have been many Enthuft- 
afticks that Satan hath notorioufly deluded, 
by pretended Angelical Revelation, for 
fome great increafe of Knowledge: You 
may find many fad Inftances in Epiphanins, 
and other Hiftories of the old Hereticks. 
And few. Ages fince have been without 
fome fich. 

The Madnefs of ‘Fohn of Leydens Munfter 
Rebels fhewed it; what Zeal and feeming 
Fortitude did their deceiving Spirit infpire 
them with, while by Murders they cryed up 
their new Sion? Leo Fuda witneffech, that 
when the Fle(h was) pull’d off Clipperdoling 
with hot Pincers, he {carce uttered a Com- 
plaint or great regard of the pain. 

Satan’s Hand was notorious in the delufi- 
ons of David George in° Holland, and of 
Hacket, Coppinger, and Arthington here. 
The horrid Wickednefs' of the Ranters 
here, proclaimed. him to be their Teacher. 

When the Quakers ‘firft rofe here, their 
Societies began like Witches, with Qua- 
king, and Vomiting, and Infecting others, 
with breathing on them, and tying Ribbons 
on their Hands.And their Adtions as well as 
their Doétrine fhewed their Mafter. When 
fome, as propefying, walked through the 
Streets of Cities naked; and fome vainly 
undertook to raife the Dead (as Sufan Pier- 
| fonat Worcefter :) And ufually. they wees 
| €< 
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ed and publickly reviled the moft Godly 
Minifters worfe than the imoft debauched 
of theRabble did. 

He that would know how manifeftly Sa- 
tan ruled fuch Enthufiafts in Germany, may 
yead it at large in Beckman’s Exercitations, 


- and in the Life of Paracelfus, teftify'd by 


Opporinus, that lived with him as his Ser- 
vant, and others thac were affrighted with 
his Drunken Rage and Satanical Con- 
vere. : 

And how dangerous it 1s to defire fuch 
Converfe with Angels and Spirits, as God 
hath not judged fuitable.to our Condition 
herein the Fle(h, the cafe of ‘facob Beh- 
men and Dr. Pordage here, and his Society 
may tell us. His chief Profelyte, Compa- 
nion and Succeflor (whofe name I mention 
not for the fake of his Worthy Kindred.) 
condefcended to open fecretly to me in 
Writing, his Judgment, by which I foon 
{aw that. their Guide differed much from 
theScripture. One of extraordinary Learn- 
ing and Reputation, was a while diftracted 
by going to them, to try their Way.

For Iam a.very un- 
worthy Perfon my felf; in comparifon of 
many of thofe poor, humble, blamelefs Per- 
fons, whom I then had the Overfight of. 


I. In general, I may fay, that I have di- 
vers times, after long difabling Weaknefs 
and Pain, been enabled within a Day or 
two to come to Church again, and go on in 


my Work, when my poor Neighbours have 


{pent a Day in Fafting and Prayer for me. 


Il. When at AGlborne in Darbyfhire I was 


given up for dead, by bleeding about an 
huadred 
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hundred and twenty Ounces at the Nofe, 
after other Weaknefles and Bleedings ma- 
ny Years, my Father and Mother-in-Law 
dwelling in Shrewsbury, the Report came to 
them there that I was dead. My Mother- 
iw-Law was, by the Governor, and other 
Friends, exhorted to bear it patiently: She 
prefently retired to fecret Prayer ; where 
the profefleth, that a Trembling and Con- 
caffion of her Body furprizing her, fhe fele 
that which conftrained her to fay what the 
did when fhe came forth, (to her Friends,) 
viz. ( He not dead, but fhall live for far- 
ther Service.] And hereupon they fent a 
Meflenger from Shrewsbury to fee; who 
found me alive,] and brought them the Ti- 
dings. This was in February, 1646. My 
Mother-in-Law is yet living, about Ninety 
two Yearsof Age; the Daughter of Sir Tho- 
anas Elunkes. Twoof her Brothers, Sir Foulke 
Flunkes, and Sir Henry Hunkes, were known 
Soldiers for the King the one Governor of 
Shrewsbury, and the other of Banbury-Ca- 
file a while. She is one that hath {pent a 
great part of her Life in fecret Prayer, with 
great Neglect. of the Flefh and World, and 
longing to die, and be with Chrift, which 
fhe hath not yet obtained, but will ere 
long. (Since the Writing of this, dead, at 
Ninety fix, in full Underftanding, and great 
Holinefs.) 


II. After 
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Ill. After long Pain and Weaknels, read- 
ing a Latin Book of one Gerhard, a Foreign 
Phyfician, I found in him, that his own Fa- 
ther had been cured of fome of my Diftem- 
pers (as I then thought) by daily {wallowing 
4 Bullet of pureft Gold: I got one of the 
weight of 2 Fwenty-Shilling-piece , and 
fwallowed it, bue it remained in me; and 


hearing of a Gentleman within twelve Miles 


of me, that lately did the like, and it ne- 
ver pafs'd from him, but he quickly died, 


made me take Clyfters and Purges, bue 


none of them ftirred it. My poor praying 
Neighbours (not then fearing the Canon, 
which ftri@ly forbiddeth it) fet apare a 
Day, to faft and pray for my Deliverance 5 
and that Morning it came away, after many 
Weeks abode, (three or four;) and they 
fpent the reft of the Day in Thank{giving. 


LV. Inmy Weaknefs, being under Phy- 
fick with Dr. Wright, then living in Shrew/- 
bury, there fuddenly rofe upon one of the 
Tonfils of my Throat a round Tumour, 
feeming to me as hard asa Bone, and about 
as big as a great Peafe, or {mall Button, half 
out of the Flefh, and halfin. I feared left 
it would prove a Cancer ; but the Doétor 
told me, he did not think fo, but what it 
was he knew not; but perfuaded (having 
firtt tried diflolving and diffipating Means 
in 
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in vain) to quiet it only wich Gargarifms of 
hot Milk: [t*increafed but ‘little; but no 
Means altered it, till, (as ‘J.remember). a- 
bout a quarter of a Year after, my Cons 
{cience reproved me, that having had fo ma- 
ny great. Mercies upon Prayer, Inever gave 
God the Honour or Thanks of publick men- 
tioning them, for fear of feeming to feek 
fome Glory to my felf;. being. the next 
Morning to preach my Leéture, I obeyed 
my Confcience, and mentioned them in-the 
Words fince printed and publifhed in the 
Second Part of my Saints Everlafting Reft, 
being then upon the proof of the Truth of 
the Scriptures: I had before conftantly felt 
it, (and too oft looked at in the Glafs.) 
As foonas.I had preached and fpoken thofe 
Words, I felt no more of it. As I came 
out-of the Pulpic, I put my Finger in. my 
Mouth to feel it, but could feel. nothing : 
Ihafted home to the Glafs, and faw that 
there was neither Vola, vel Veftigium, vel 
Cicatrix; no Cavity, Tumour, Difcolour- 
ing, nor any fign where-ever it was; and | 
am furée I neither {pit it out, nor {wallowed 
it; and to the laft Hour it feemed as hard 
as a Bone. 


V. Richard: Cooke, a Mercer in Knivers 
was long‘a Man of a pious, unblameable 
Life, and one of the chief of good old 
Me: ‘Fohn Grofs (fiance Minifter here in fit 
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day-ftreet) his Congregation: When I came 
to’ Kederminfter; he removed ‘thither, and 
took a Houle the next Door :to-me; which 
provediold, dangerous, and fo ill a Bargain, 
as.caft-him into melancholy Doubts that he 
did riot well ‘to leave his Habitation. - His 
‘Father before him had long: lived, and ac 
laft. died in: Diftra@ion. Taking too much 
hot Waters, to comfort him in his Sadnefs, 
Nature, Trouble, and’ thofe- together, pre- 
vailed to his utter Diftraction. ° He fo con- 
tinued, from 1642. to 1646... The bet 
Means, by fuch‘as were moft noted for-cu- 
ring that: Difeafe, were ufed, and all in 
vain. My: Neighbours of sKederminfter reé- 
folved not: eafily to give over Fafting and 
Praying with and for him, till he was re- 
covered: Divers Days all feemed in. vain, 
but» at laft he amended, and hath been ‘re- 
covered *(without any other Remedy) now 
froin. 1646, to‘ this. prefent time, 1678, 
though not altogether of fo perfect ftrength

thin, whitifh Husk, about 1639. And of 4 


aGrain at Shrewsbury, almoft like a {mall 
Parfnip-Seed, about three or four Years 
ago, feem ftrange. But Exhalations might 
raife them from Sea or Land, though the 
Marvel lieth‘ in. the ftrangenefs of the 
Grains, neither of then being fach as are 
here known by-any thac I fhewed them to, 
I had the laft from ‘Dr. ¥ackson, a Phyfician 
in Shrewsbury, (my. dear Friend, now with 
Chrift,) who told me that ic fell there in 
many places, efpecially about St. Mary’s 
Church. ‘The former (coming to live at 
Bridgenorth, 1640.) I had of Mr. Madftard 
the Minifter, and old Mrs. Grey of Ezqvile, 
a Godly Woman; who affured me that 
much of icfell in the Church-yard, and on 
the Leads of the Steeple.

But who can deny it to be a Prodigy, 
which is recorded by Aeleh. Adamus, of a 
great and good Man, who had a Clock- 
Watch that had layen in a Cheft many 
Years unufed ; and when ‘he lay dying, at 
Elevena-Clock, of it felf, in that ‘Cheft, 
it track Eleven, in the‘hearing of many. 


Becaufe many have fpoken and written 
of a Thorn at Glaftenbury in Sommerfet{hire, 
that» fowreth juft on Chriftinafs-Day, 1 
ty : thoughe 
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thought it a thing worthy my beft Enqui- 
ries: And left Men proceed to think that 
there is more in it than there is, I annex 
thefe following Letters, from credible Per- 
fons that were well known in that Country:

SIR, 


Bp Nceefiancene by my Son, yout Defire 
to enquire about G/a/ton-Thorn, I did 
ummediately (being not able to travel my 
felf in fuch a Seafon) fend to fitch as [ 
thought might beft inform me ; whofe Infor- 
mation you have in the two inclofed Letters ; 
the one from the Minifter of Glaffon, the 
other from Mr. Chetwind, Paftor at Wells; 
both of them underftanding and Godly Men. 
I was not fatisied with Mr. Winuey’s Let- 
ter, becaufe he wrote not of the Graff ta- 
ken from this Thorn, now growing, (when 
the old Thornis gone.) Something it feems 
there was in the nature of the Plant, for that 
Gratt thoots forth much fooner than any o- 
ther Thorn, and about thgt time, iecacg 
Oo 
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‘do not the Feac in bloffoming juft on the 
Day, but after ic; which may be becaufe 
the Soil is not fo fuitable totir, as that was 
to the other.— I fhould have thought /this 
had been all the Wonder; vz. the natural, 
rare and-rath Blofloming of that Thorn, 
got perhaps from Foreign Parts,) made (by 
Fame) to cry Chriftmafs; but that the In- 
formation in the firft Letter (and Teftimo- 
ny) is fo punctual, that it feems to evince 
more. But (howfoever) that which we call 
Chriftmafs-Day isnot to gain its Eftimation 
from fuch a Providence, but from Scripture, 
from Reafon, at leaft, from a due Demon- 
ftration that that was (indeed) the Day of 
Chrift’s Birth; which (perhaps) nothing will 
prove, unlefs it bethe Thorn. I {peak not. 
againft the Cuftom of the Church, in re- 
membring the Birth of Chrift, though I con- 
ceive Chrift’s own Day is better for it chan 
any other; I mean, the Lerd’s Day; unto 
which, when Men’s Days be added, the 
Lords Day, and the Lord of that Day, fuf- 
fer by their juftling with it.

The Blows were heard throughout the 
Houfe, and were fo troublefome, as to 
occafion the Removal of the young Wo-, 
man to an Houfe near Smithfield in Dub- 
fin, not without Hopes that the Diftur- 
bance might thereby ceafe: But the Noife 
purfued her thither, and was no more heard 
un her former Dwelling. 

Here fhe continued as-longas the Own- 
er of that Houfe would bear the Refort of 
People, and Terrour of thofe fudden and 
frequent Claps. 

From this place, fhe was removed toa 
little Houfe in Patrick-ftreet, near the Gate.

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and the Noife .was generally about Two- 
aClock in: the Morning greater than. at 
other Times. 

Several Nights were {pent in Prayer 
with her, by Minifters ; as, Mr. Cox, Dr. 
Roles, Mr. Chambers, Mr. Keys, ec. who 
all, with many others, affured me, they 
heard the faid Blows in the Room where 
they prayed, fometimes on a great Chet 
there, fometimes on the Wall, ce. 3 

Mr. Chambers and Mr. Keys were em- 
‘ployed there the Night before I had pro- 
mifed to be with her. | 

The next Night, Mr. Cox, having oft 
heard the faid Noifes, and oft prayed with 
the Woman, was defirous to ‘accompany 
me.

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The CONCLUSION: 


Concerning Angels. 


V Hile I confider thefe unqueftiona- 

ble Evidences of the certainty 
of Spirits, and how much they have to do 
with Men: [cannot but think that we have 
aifo much to do with them; with the bad, 
co refift rhem as our Enemies, and the Ene- 
mies of the Gofpel,and the Charch of God, 
againft whom we muft continually Watch 
and Pray; left we fall inco the Snares of 
their Temptations: And with the good, 
that we may be meet for their Preferving 
and Comforting Miniftry. 

But in all our Hiftories it is obfervable, 
that bad Spirits Apparitions and Actions , 
are far more frequent, and more Senfible 
than good ones; which may perhaps to fome 
feem firange. Concerning which | confider; 

1. That Corporeal Craffitude is an abafe- 
ment, and therefore firteft for the more 
Ygnoble fore of Spirits: We thac dwell 
here in Bodies, are of alower Order, than 
thofe of the more high and invifible Regi- 
ons. 
2. And the bad Spirits as they have a 
bafer Confiftence, have alfo a more bafe and 
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Terrene Inclination. And therefore it is 
the lefs wonder, that they mind matters of 
Moneéy’and Lands: And no doubt but the 
Souls of wicked Men,carry with them much 
of the Vicious Habits, in which-they lived 
here: That is, of Covetoufnef§ and Re- 
venge; And they that tell us, that fuch as 
Pives retain no. Love to their Brethren on 
Farth , fpeak more than. they can prove ; 
and are not fo Credible as Chrift that feem- 
eth to fay the contrary. Some make a ftate 
of departed Souls, Good and Bad, out of 
their own Inventions, which it’s very likely 
Death will Confute. | 
3. Andit is. far greater things than Vifz- 
le Appearances, that we conftantly receive 
from Angels , more futable to their Nature 
and Dignity, andtoour good. Some Men 
have long Laboured to attain a Vifible or 
Senfible Communion with them, and think 
they have attained it: But while they. pre- 


» fumptuoufly defire to. pervert the Order of 


Gods Houthold. and. Government ; it is no 
wonder if in ftead of Angels, they Con- 
verfe with Devils that are ‘Transformed into 
feeming Angelsof Light, that by DeluGion, 
they may Transform fach Men into Mini- 
fters of Righteonfnels. 

It is adoleful Inftance, of the effe& of a 
perverfe kind of oppofition to Popery, and 
running from one Extream to another, to 
note how little Sence moft Proteftants ae 
fe) 
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of-the gtear Benefits that we receive by 
Angels: How ‘feldom we hear them in 
publick or private, give thanks to God for 
their Miniftry and Helpse And more fel- 
dom pray for it? When hear we any Mini- 
fters Teach Believers, what Love and what 
Thanks they owe to Angels, whereas the 
Excellency and Holinefs of their Natures 
obligeth us to love them , and their Love 
and Care of us, befpeaketh Thankfulnefs : 
Yea, we have Teachers that would per- 
{wade Men that this Savoureth of Popery , 
and doth Derogate from Chrift: And yet 
if the People Love and Honour and main- 
tain them, they take this to be no Deroga- 
tion from Chrift. As if they were more 
Amiable then Avgels , or-Chrift may not 
ufe the Miniftry of Angels as well as chei’s. 
The Lord picty the diftracted divided Soci- 
eties of Chriftians, who in all Countriesare 
fallen into Uncharitable Sects , that on pre- 


tence of faving the Truth, and the Church 


from the Errours of each other, do_corrapt 
both by the Addition of contrary Errours ; 
fo that it’s hard to find out many Errours 
of Popery or Ancient Herefies which hath 
not been avoided by contrary faults, in the 
ret ee of Doétrine, Charity or Con- 
cord. 

Devils have a greater Game to play invi- 
fibly, than by Apparitions. O happy World, 
if they did not'doa hundred thonfand times

God promifed Mofes, that his Angels 
fhould go before the I/raelites, to conquer 
their Enemies, and bring*them into the 
promifed Land: And hechargeth them not 
to provoke him, for Gods Name was upon 
him; and he would not forgive their Iniqui- 
ties. Whac greater things could be faid., 
than that an Angel fhall bear Gods Name ; 
and be their Caprain, and Conquer their 
Enemies , and be their Governour, and not 
forgive their wilful Sins. : | 
In Fofhuahs War at Fericho, an Angel 
appeareth , and profeffech himfelf rhe Czp- 
rain of the Lords Hofts, Joth. §. 14, 15. and 
jothua fel on bis Face to the Earth, and Wor- 
fhipped him, and prayed to himcto tell him his 
Meflage. If Angels be not the Generals 
or Captains of our Armies ,° we are unlike 
to Conquer.

Ic was an Angel that chofe a. Wife for 


Ifaack, Gen. 24. 7. 40. The Angel of Gods 
Prefence faved’ the I/raelites , Ifa. 63. 9. 
An Angel delivered the three Men, Daz.3, 
from the Fire, and Daziel from the Lions : 
Dan. 6. Angels Preached Chrift to the Shep- 
herds. An Angel made the pool in ‘Ferufae 
lem healing. ¥¢. 5. 4. An Angel Preacheth to 
Corneliw. An Angel delivereth Peter, Ad.12. 
The Angel of the Lord Encampeth round 
about them that fear him, and delivereth 
them, Pf 34. 7. God giveth his Angels 
charge over us, to keep usin all our ways: 
They bear us up in their Hands, left we 
dafh our Foot againita Stone. Pfal. gt. 11, 
12, Rev. t. Tells us, that God firft Reveal- 
eth his Will to Chrift, and Chrift to Angels, 
and Angels to ¥ehz, and ‘fobx to the Church- 
es, andthe Churches to-Pofterity. Yea, 
Angels Miniftred to Chrift himfelf, when 
he was hungry, 4¢ar.4. 11. And appeared 
inhis Agony, ftrengthening him. Lxke 22. 
43. Legions of Angels are at his Service : 
And ali theHoly Angels will come with him 
at Judgment ; and they will be the Reapers 
at the end of the World. 

Above 260 times are Angels mentioned 
in Scripture, and yet how little notice do 
we takeof their help ?

By.cheir Fruits 
you may know what Spirit aétuaterh chefe 
Men. Woives, Thorns and Thiftles are 
known by Hurtfulmefs. Chrift’s Miracles 
were, -Doing Good, and Healing: Bur De- 
vil’s) Work is Hurting, and Deftroying. 
And let thofe Men and Womentthink of 
it, chat ‘cannot ‘forgive, but are fer upon 
Revenge. Mark whecher Revenge be nor 
the moi? ordinary Bufinefs of Witches, and 
of Devilized Souiss..moft of thefe Hittories 
tell ic you: . Therefore Chrut celleth us, 
that if we forgive not, we thall noc.be for- 
given; fo.contrary is he to che Diabolical 
Spiric 
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Spirit of Revenge, though yet he hath jaf 
and punifhing Governours. 

Were but the Hiftories of Witches and 
Apparitions well confidered, it would help 
Men ‘to underftand, that Devils make no 
fmall number of the Laws and Rulers thar 
aie made in the/World. and have no {mali 
number of honoured Servants, and are the 
Authors of moft of the Wars in the World: 
So that che Phrafe, Rev. 3. [ The Devil halt 
cajt fome of you into Prifon, | {hould not feém 
ftrange. And I would [had no Caufe'to 
fay, chat this Mark of Lying, Maligniry and 
Hurtfuinefs tells us, that many Sermons are 
made by Devils; and too many of the Books 
written by them, that adorn the Librariés 
of many learned Men. - : 

And though Demons do good in ordér 
to do hurt, yet, by this Rule of Judging of 
Spirits by their Fruirs, I cannot but think 
that (though there was a Mixture of Good 
and Bad) there was more of the good Spi- 
rit, than of the Bad, “in moft of the ancient 
Monks and Hermites, that lived fo ftrié 
dnd mortified Lives: And, as I find, nor 
only by Erafnus, barby the Complaint of 
Proteftant Divines, that it was a Defire of 
Liberty from the Papifts Auftericies, thac 
prevailed with. moft of the Vulgar to caft 
oft Popery; fo the Cafe of many Monatte- 
ries, their Mortification and Devotion, 
(though ignorant,) doth make me‘hope that 

in 
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in many fuch Monafteries there is more of 
the Spirit of God, than among the com- 
mon worldly, fenfual fort of Proteftants. 
I that muft fay fo of our well-meaning Se- 
paratifis here, muft fay fo of fuch Papifts: 
For I nd by the multitude of Inftances in 
Cafarius and others, that juft as deep Re- 
pentance for former Sin, doth now. bring 
many to think, it fafeft. to joyn with the 
Congregations, which they think are moft 
ftri& : So before Luther's time, it was -or- 
dinary; when God bumbled any deeply for 
their Sin, to think that they mutt prefently 
joyn with fuch as renounced.the World and 
fiefhly Pleafures, and. minded nothing but 
Religion and, Salvation. .And. thence it 
came to pa{s, that among the Papifts, the 
Monaiticks were called Religious. in diftin- 
étion from Secular, and other forts of Men. 
And as. our feparating .religious Proteftants 
do, now demand of fuch as they admit to 
their Communion, an Account of fome 
fpecial Experiences of God's Work on their 
Hearts, in their Converfion: So did the 
Monatteries by fuch as they received. The 
aforefaid. Author Cefarivs will tell you of 
multitudes of Inftances how God converted 
Sioners, and. brought them into their Reli- 
sious Houfles. 

What can one think of all this, but that, 
as all that we here do is imperfect and faul- 
ty, and yet pardoned through Chrift, tS 
the
